Rural telephone companies, most 
of which are operated as mutual or­ 
ganizations, must soon decide defi­ 
nitely what action they will take rel­ 
ative to tlie payment of $3 a year 
per phone 
for service 
to the local 
switchboard. 
When 
the 
Indiana 
public service commission established 
new rates for this city, it fixed rural 
schedules at $3 a year. 
The former 
charge was twenty-five cents year 
per phone for connection with the lo­ 
cal exchange. 
Twelve or fourteen 
exchanges are affected by the or­ 
der of the commission. It is estimat­ 
ed that about seven hundred rural 
subscribers will be repaired to pay 
the increased rate. 
Following the promulgation of the 
order by the commission representa­ 
tives of the rural telephone compa­ 
nies met here and decided to object 
to the increase. Decision was reach­ 
ed to petition the commission to rein­ 
state the former rate of twenty-five 
cents a year. 
The rural companies 
are interested as separate units in 
the new rural rate inasmuch as they 
are held responsible for payment to 
the local company. 
J. A. Masehino, president of the 
Reddington Telephone Company, was 
notified by the local company that the 
commission had refused to cancel its 
newlv announced rate, unless a toil 
system were established. 
The rep­ 
resentatives of the rural companies! 
at the meeting here voted to send one j 
or two of its members to the com- ; 
mission to ask for a modification oi ja ton. but 
the order. 
L. C. Griffitts, president j *ueh that 
of the local company, was to accom­ 
pany the delegation, if was stated. 
Although 
the

exchanges 
agreed to refuse to pay the increase 
rate, they are confronted with a per­ 
plexing problem as some of the sut>- 
.scribcrs on each line prefer to pay 
the $3 per annum rate rather than 
have their phones cut out from the 
local switch board. It is stated some 
of the rural subscribers also prefer 
the flat rate of $3 a year to a toll 
system for service in Seymour. 
It is expected that definite action 
will be taken within a short time as 
the new' rural rate became effective 
January 1 and the time is drawing 
near with the Seymour company will 
demand compensation from the in­ 
dependent organizations.

orders of the commission, the local 
company must refuse to continue 
county service unless the increase is 
paid.
